CtRIOC-'l STATISTICS. 

Someenrions investigations have lately 
been instituted by tbe manicipal authorities 
of Paris, respecting the eircnlation of the 
city, with a view to ascertain at what poinu 
it is greatest, and where its reqairemenU 
demasd most to be provided for. As it U 
sometimes interesting to compare the re- 
snit of such ioqairies in onr great capital 
with those of another, I note a few of the 
conclusions arrived at here on the snhject: 
The largest flood of popnlation in Paris 
has been ascertained to be fonnd in the 
neighborhood of the Bonleeael Moatmmr- 
tre and Poissonnier, and the Rne and Foa- 
bourg Montmartre. Here, between five 
and -*ix in tbe evening, 400 persons pose 
every minnte, or '36,000 per hoar. At the 
Pont Nenf 1,300 vehicles per hoar have 
been counted, and on the Plot-e de Ia 
C oncorde, at the entrance to the Rue 
Koyale, more than '3.000 carriages pass 
every hour on Sundays and fete days. 
This degree of movement is not. of coarse, 
regular or permanent throughuut the day. 
but varies, both os to its hour and dura- 
tion, with tbe qnatter of the town and the 
occupation, and quality of its iohabitanto. 
In tbe busy commercial quarter first abovel 
mentioned, tbe highest rote of circulation 
ascertained lasts about five hourt, and 
would therefore give an amoant of foot 
trafic during that period to the extent ot 
120,000 p erAona

Sena 
I tors Morgan and Sherman have had a 
long interview with him with a view of 
eliciting bii views on the Sherman meas 
ure. I'be Secretary has not indicated his 
idgas on the subject fully, but be is known 
to favor that portion of tbe acbeme rela- 
tive to foreign loans. In regard to the 
four million proposition he has very grave 
dtubu, and is not at all convinced of its 
advisability at the present time. He is un- 
der.-tood to believe that a law of that char- 
acter would interfere with the banks and 
caose lar;;e withdrawals of their deposits. 

From conversations of diff'erent mem- 
bers of Congress it is inferred that a ma- 
jority of the House is in favor of taxing 
the bonds, and it may be confidenflv stated 
that a bill looking to that object'will be 
introduced after tbe holidays. The prop- 
osition meets with general approbation, 
and there is no doubt of the passage of 
such a measure. 

A bill will be introduced at an early 
day in the House providing that in future 
all appointments of internal revenue 
agents at tbe Sooth shall be confirmed by 
the Senate before the nominee enten 
upon the duties of the office. This is in 
order to prevent, as far as possible, the 
appointment of unprincipled persons to 
such important positions, whqre there is 
so large a field for peculation.

Ecclesiastes, or the Preacher, is the au- 
thor most to the taste of the middle-aged 
man. He has seen enough. His curiosi- 
ty is completely blunted. His eye is not 
roving hither and thither in quest of some 
novelty, but is steadily fixed on the main 
chance. He does not stop to peruse show 
bills. The stars in the theatrical firma- 
ment shine not for him. He is anxious 
about his three meals ]ter diem, his com- 
fort, Lis sleep o’ nights, and the state of 
his purse- horfy years of life have taught 
him that all its sound and fzry signify 
nothing. His aspirations are moierate. 
'f here are no strange countries for him. 
He knows that if he gets on board a ship 
and sails across the ocean, the first port 
he enters will present him with tbe old, 
old spectacles of struggling, greedy hu- 
manity. The dress, language, manners and 
customs may be difi'erent, but the heart 
underlying the strange modes is the same 
that he bears with him and left behind 
him at Lome. If a total eclipse of the 
moon is to come off in a few minutes, and 
the middle-aged man is sleepy, he cooly 
peels and draws down his curtain, and 
goes to bed and to sleep. The middle- 
aged man has bad his losses. Now and 
then the snake memory stings him keenly. 
He finds employment, constant employ- 
ments, real ‘fire proof joys," making him 
forget himself for the time, and conse- 
quently making him happy. The middle- 
aged man bus felt his mortality. In fact, 
his is an eye that hath kept watch over 
man's mortality. He will nowand then 
muse upon “what might have been, but 
if he is a wise middle-aged man he will not 
look long in that direction. Every now 
and then a more fortunate cotemporary 
will cross bis track, a schoolmate, per- 
chance, whom he used to regard 
as a dunce, but who somehow has 
managed to secure a more eligible position 
in lite than himaelf. Tbe meeliug is apt to 
flurry bit temper for a moment, but hap- 
pily hii attention is quickly drawn away 
to other or more personal considerations. 

hat are called the shows of things have 
lost their illusive effect upon him. The 
female face which would have charmed his 
youth is without allurement to his critical 
eye. Mere incident, narrative, and de- 
scription amuse him but little. Philo- 
aojibic knowledge interests him most. 

This is in fact now a middle-aged world. 
It Las had its heroic, credulous, cbivalric 
eras. The present is the age of political 
economy and practical common sense, 
tbe era of money and speculation in pe- 
troleum, corner lots, cotton, and gold and 
silver mining stock. 'J'he middle-aged 
men being on the western slope of life is 
of course not without a tinge of melan- 
choly. Whenever he mores he is remind 
ed of some one gone before to that un- 
discovered country, whither he feels him 
self rapidly tending. But if the middle- 
aged man is not remarkably hopeful 
and given to illusions, be understands 
bow to enjoy the present moment, and to 
take the good the gods pravide him, with- 
out looking the gift-horse in tbe mouth or 
missing a bird in the band for a flock with 
gaudy tail feathers hovering near in the 
bushes. Above ail, the middle-aged man 
knows what be wants aud has excellent 
common sense. To be sure, at forty one 
lingers a while in what may be called tbe 
Doldrums or dead calms of life, inquiring 
languidly, cni honol — what is it all worth ? 
But he aoon extricates himself from this 
unpleasant lethargy. If be has genius, it 
is mellow and ripe, and the fruits which 
drop from it are full-juiced and luscious 
to the taste. The products of youth- 
ful genius are crude and acerb in com- 
parison. Youth produces what the 
Germans call Storm aud Pressure litera- 
ture, disconsolate, suicidal Werthers, so 
liloquizing Giaours and Laras. Middle- 
aged genius perpetrates no such follies, 
and is heartily ashamed ol them if it was 
led into them by the heat of youthful 
blood. Tbe mystic draught of life, so 
cunningly mingled, the middle-aged man 
knows bow to imbibe better than the 
young man. He is a more scientific 
taster He does not gulp it with a Tan- 
talus-like thirst, but sips it with a discrim- 
inating. dilatory gust and relish. Goethe 
has exclaimed, “O golden youth-time, " as 
if with an inexpressible regret; Coleridge 
has written a pretty ode sadly con'rasting 
his old, stiff jointed, sedentary body with 
Lis agile, youthful frame,

but the regrets of these poets at the loss 
ol tbeir youth were unphilosophical Bry- 
ant has some beautiful lines addressed to 
H friend who is sorrowing for the loss of 
his fair youthful years, so swift of flight. 
TLc poet consoles him by telling him that 
Lis glad youth-time will greet him again, 

* On tbos# mountain* 

li»*r# immortal morn prevail*.” 

The smooth limbs of youth and the pur- 
ple bloom of young desire are beautiful, 
donhtless. And there is a certain vague 
emotion of longing and melancholy in 
youth, which is sweet But though youth 
is so full of emotion, its att’ections are not 
so deep and tenacious as those of the 
mature man. Besides tlie rawness, haste, 
inexperience, and self-conlidence of youth 
make it seem ridiculous to ripe manhood. 
At thirty, Wordsworth no longer could 
see the earth apparelled in the celestial 
light which clothed it in his boyhood. 
For this glory was from within. But if a 
man leads a pure, temperate life, nature 
grows more dear and august to him as he 
grows older. He recognizes in her 
changing and flowing phenomena the ad- 
umbrations and symbol] of an- 
other world, which is stable and 
eternal. If the shadow is thus 
beautiful and glorious, how enchantiug 
must be th« substance. Many years ago, 
there was what was called a 'i'oung Eag- 
laud Party, at the head of which stood the 
Hon. Benjamin Disraeli, now Chancellor 
ofl^ Exchequer in the Derby admiiiis- 
tratiou. He proclaimed that all great 
things emanated from young men. Un- 
doubtedly, youth is the time for action, 
and young men have performed great 
achievements. Alexander and Bonaparte 
had made themselves historical when 
hardly more than boys. What a contrast 
between the thin, continent, attenuated, 
lank haired hero of the Italian campaign 
and the obese, sensual Bonaparte of the 
Empire' You can hardly recognize the 
one in the other. Napoleon waxed gross 
and sensual towards the close of his ca- 
reer of power. 

There were Raphawl. Byron, and Shel- 
ley, in art and song They were birds. 



being “lormed of far too penetrable stuff’ 
for a long sojourn here; and they did de 
part at a lime when most, even able men 
are just beginning their careers. Like 
Byron’s Athens, they “won and passed 
awaj” early. 

Goethe and SchiII-?r, too, signalized 
themselves early in life, and were world 
famous when they were boys. But on the 
w hole we do not agree with the Disraeliaa 
dogma. By no means. The greatest 
deeds and works of all kinds have been 
accomplished liy mature, ofientimes hyoid 
men. Bacon's style, in youth severe and 
uiiudorned. in his age became florid, rich, 
and Asiatic. Age cannot dim the tire of 
true genius, but it burns brighter, more 
Foftly and gloriously luminous, heaped 
with the varied and multitudinous ex- 
periences 

”Of *11 Ibis aolotelliglbl# nrorlJ,” 

Milton wrote his gremt works when 
“blind, old, and lonely. Chaucer pro- 
duced Lis Canterbury Tales, which form 
the indestructible fouudatiou of British 
poetical literature, under similar circum 
stances; Virgil wrote bis Georgies when 
about forty, aud bis .Eneid between forty 
and fifty. Cromwell was unknown until 
he had reached the age of forty. It is sel- 
dom that works in the departments of re- 
flective knowledge are written in youth. 
Hume and Berkeley, however, produced 
their metaphysics before they were thirty. 
But ordinarily a great mind, ripe with ex- 
perience, cun alone produce anything 
lasting. There is a crudeness and exag- 
geration about youthful literary perform- 
ances which generally dispose the authors 
at a mature age to suppress them.

Body ok thi; Late Emi-ikor Maximil- 
ian. — The following is an account of the 
ceremony of the delivery tf the body of 
the late Archduke Ferdicand Ma.ximil- 
ian, of Austria, to Admirs. Tegethoff by 
the Mayor of the city of Tera Cruz (Gefe 
Politico), appointed by die government, 
and in accordance with the instructions 
as to the manner in whi.-h the ceremony 
was to be performed: 

Vera Ciirz,Nov. 27, 1SG7. 
Kilitors oj' the Journal of Commerce : 

I'he body reached thiscity on the 25th 
at :! P. M., under a strotg escort of cav- 
alry, the commander of the escort hating ! 
in bis charge a sealed parcel, containing : 
the kojr of the coflin, vbich he was in i 
structed to place in tbe hinds of the Mayor | 
of ike city. i 

The body was conducted and deposited 
in the parish church, where were in wait- I 
ing the Mayor, raemh«8 of the City ' 
Council, members of the loards of Health 
and Charity, and the piincipal Federal 
and local authorities. 1 he church was 
then ordered to be cleared Ity the police of 
tbe multitude, and seatiies placed at the 
doors to prevent any ore from entering, 
i'iie Admiral was then latisfied thatevary- 
tliing was ready for tne deliverv. He 
shortly appeared with Lis staff, ail dressed 
in citizen s clothes and in deep mourning. 
The ojieration then commenced of opening 
a large deal ease, whi<h was found to 
contain another case of zinc. Inclosed ; 
was loiind a lieautiful ros-wood coitin, on i 
tlie top of which was a large and beauti- ' 
fill c.nrved cross, all the vork of ilexican | 
artisans. The Mayor then broke the ’ 
seals of the parcel coitainiug the key, 
and presented it to the person in charge 
' of opening the coflin. 

I Tbe key was of gold, ai also the hinges 
I of the lids. The lid ol the coffin raised, 
the body was exposed to view in its full 
length. The corpse was dressed in a full 
suit of black, and the Lands in bla< k kid 
gloves. The face was perfect, and, al- 
though of tbe ashy browa color common 
to all embalmed bodies a few months after 
the operatiou of embaliniig has been per- 
formed, was easily tecognizable. The 
coflin was lined throughout with velvet, 
and the body well cusbioiedin to prevent 
any movement, so that the head, hands, 
Ac., were evidently in tha same position 
in which they had been placed originally. 
The Admiral was then cs led upon to say 
whether be recognized in the body the 
Archduke of Austria, aad whether be 
would receive it as such. Replying in tbe 
affirmative, the coflin wai again closed, 
and the key tendered to Urn. 

An ofliciul record was then drawn up in 
triplicate, witnessed by three notaries 
(one copy for the Mexican government, 
one for the Admiral, aid one to be de- 
posiSed in the archives of the city), which 
was signed by the Admiral and his staff, 
the Mayor and all the auhorities, mem- 
bers ol the City Council, Ac., Ac, 

All then retired, leaving the body in the 
church, with its doors well guarded by a 
Mexican guard of infantry, until the next 
morning, when it was quietly embarked 
without any military hoaors, and taken 
on board the Austrian frigate Novara (the 
same which brought him to the country), 
and she proceeded to see immediately. 

The coffin was furnished at the expense 
of tbe Mexican governoient, and all the 
expenses of tran.sporting the body to Vera 
Cruz Lave beeu defrayed by it also.

A CuRiors Story. — In a communica- 
tion to the Zoological Society of Paris, 
.M. Baraquin relates the following singular 
circumstances: In IMO, there was such 
an abundance of horses in the island of 
Marajo, belonging to the delta of the river 
Am.8zoii, that a President of the Province 
of Para, made an agreement with a com- 
pany to allow them to kill as many of 
tliese animals as_ they chose, for the sake 
of the skins, which fetched them fifteen 
fiancs each, while tbe live horses did not 
cost more than six francs. The horses 
were slaughtered with such carelessness 
that the carcasses, left uuburied, caused 
dangerous infection, which could only be 
got rid cf by setting fire to tbe whole 
island, which was thickly wooded. This 
measure cause>l the death of all the 
horses that bad still survived, aud since 
that time it has been impossible to rein- 
troduce the breed on the island, all the 
horses brought hither soon failing victims 
to a paralysis of the hind legs. 

Tbe German railways have adopted a 
new system for heating cars on railways. 
At a conference of the railway managers 
ot the North German Bund, some time 
ago, it was sgreeil to warm the passenger 
cars on all the lines, beginning as soon as 
the cold weather sets in this winter; aud 
for this purpose a special car, containing 
tlie beating apparatus, will be placed im- 
mediately next to the locomotive of ev- 
ery train, from wliich pipes will convey a 
continual circulation of hot waterthrough 
the wuole train. Inside the cars these 
pipes are made of copper, which will com- 
muiiit ate with the other cars by short 
let.giLs of India-rubber pipes, fitting in by 
meat's of screw metal heads. Ventilators 
ill tile interior ot the compartments ena- 
ble the passengers to regulate the tem- 
perature so as to suit their convenience. 

Loncevitv ok Mcle.s — We have numer- 
ons leports of mules attaining the age of 
forty, fifty, or sixty years, and Col. Middle- 
ton, of South Carolina, stated some years 
ago tliat he had one at work on his planta- 
tion eighty years old; and we have seen 
accounts of a mule in Ireland, certified to 
have been at work since 1707, making him 
over 130 years old. This i.*, of course, a 
very uncommon age; but we are satisfied 
liiat, with proper usage, mules would 
commonly attain to about forty years, 
being servicable to the lost — and this 
ibis should be counted as on of their ele- 
metts of value. — i’actj for Farmers. 

Tbe es.sence of petroleum is recom- 
mended for cleaning type. A French 
printer, after eighteen months experi- 
ence, reports that the petroleum, volatiz- 
ing rapidly, does not gum up the type, in 
fact, leaves nothing on the face of the 
metal hut a little white powder, which is 
easily removed by means of a soft brush; 
that it has no effect in opening the pores 
of the quoins, but, on the contrary, hard- 
ens the surface, renders the face ol' tbe 
wood peculiarly smooth; lastly, the coat 
of the petroleum is less than half that of 
turpentine, and the rapidity with which it 
dries, allows the forms to be washed 
without removing them from the press or 
niacLiue. 

IIow TO ftETzcT CorxTEBKEiTS - rule 
by which counterfeit greenbacks may be 
detected ha.s lately been discovered which 
ui>on thorough trial ha.s proved infallible. 

It is this: Divide the last two figures of 
the number of the hill by 4, and if 1 re- 
main the letter on the genuine will be A; 
if 2 remain it will be U; if 3, C; should 
there be i.o remainder the letter will be D. 
For example, a note is registered 2,4Gl; 
divide G1 by 4 and you have 1 remaining. 
According to this rule the letter on the 
note will be A. In case the rule fails be 
certain that the bill is counterfeit.
